Remembering how much patio 
furniture, gardening and lawn 
equipment one owns, when it was 
purchased, where it is stored and 
when it was repaired can be a 
headache for a homeowner. 

That headache multiplies for the 
city’s Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment, which must keep track of 16 
parks, two golf courses, one nature 
center, two recreation centers and 
accompanying equipment. » i 

“I guess in a way it's been hit and 
miss,” relying on memory as to 
when equipment was purchased 
and if it was time for preventive 
maintenance, City Parks 
Superintendent Patrick Ralston 
said. 

A departmental computerized 
inventory is the answer, Ralston 
said. It especially is necessary with 
the many capitol improvements 
such as the Torner Community 
Center and the Hulman Links 
clubhouse in the past year, Ralston 
said. 

He and his staff are in the 
process of updating the 1980 inven- 
tory of exisiting park facilities. The 
inventory will include other equip- 
ment and facilities valued at $50 or 
more. 

The inventory will include in- 
formation on رس سا‎ and facili- 
ty name and location, inventory 
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number, code number and serial 
number. It also will include 
purchase date, purchase amount, 
model number, if and when an item 
was traded in and remarks. 
Inventory includes office equip- 
ment, the number of city park 


restrooms, pools, footbridges, 
drinking fountains, playground 
equipment, square footage of 


sidewalks and estimated life and 
replacement cost of lighting 
systems. 

This will help determine how 
much to budget for repairs and set 
up a five-year preventative 
maintenance program, Ralston 
said. — 

“It's been a big job to stay on top 
of it” manually, Ralston said. He 
anticipates this making the depart- 
ment’s life easier. Once inven- 
toried, the big job will be keeping 
it updated. 

“It's something you monitor all 
the time.” 

The computerized inventory will 
not cost the city additional money, 
Ralston said. The computer used 
for the inventory is one purchased 
in 1984 for the department. The 
only cost was the initial price of the 
computer purchased early 1984, 
Ralston said. 

The city fire department and 
sewage department also are in- 
terested in establishing a preven- 
tative maintenance program 
similiar to the park department’s 
Ralston said.

“The audit released Wednesday 
said golf-course employees wé 
others played golf at Rea Park and 
Hulman Links free without park- 


board approval. 

Former city golf pro Ray God- 
dard allowed that unauthorized 
play, Ralston said. 

Current policy allows golf-course 
employees working more than 20 
hours a week to play for free. Other 
city employees receive reduced 
green fees two weekdays, Ralston 
said. 

The report also said Ralston and 


two other Parks Department 


employees made a large number of 
unauthorized long-distance 
telephone calls from Parks Depart- 
ment telephones. 

Ralston repaid the city $431.22 
and has begun logging business- 
related long-distance telephone 
calls, the audit said. 

A $108,000 department deficit in 
1980 was inherited from the 
previous city administration, 
Ralston said, adding that “it took 
us two years to get out of the red.” 


Sale authorized 


The board authorized sale of 1.01 
acres of land near Fairbanks Park 
that has prompted interest from 
three undisclosed companies. 

Two utility companies and an 
insurance company have expressed 
interest in buyjng the property at 


First and Oak streets, appraised at 
$23,000 to $24,000, Parks and 
Cemetery Superintendent Patrick 
R. Ralston told board members. He 
declined to name the companies. 

Proceeds would go toward re- 
novating Deming Park swimming 
pool. The City Council would have 
to approve the sale. 


Watery bids 


Ralston said he expects bids to be 
advertised by mid-September for a 
$200,000 irrigation system for Rea 
Park golf course. The council ap- 
propriated revenue-sharing funds 
for the system last week. 

Board members also approved a 
resolution waiving golf fees at Rea 
Park and Hulman Links for the 
Inter-Club golf championship Sun- 
day. 
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City Councilman Lester E. Frazier 
has proposed that non-city residents be 
charged more than city residents for 
using city golf courses. 

That’s an idea worth talking about. 

Frazier made his recommendation 
last week when the council was 
petitioned to spend $200,000 for an 
irrigation system at the Rea Park golf 
course. Frazier said 40 percent of those 
who signed the petition live outside the 
city limits. 

On its face, Frazier's suggestion 
makes a great deal of sense. Why 
should city residents pay for facilities 
used by people from all over Vigo 
County? It does seem fair that if city 
residents pay more in their taxes for 
golf courses, non-residents should pay 
more in greens fees when they go to use 
the courses. 

It's not a revolutionary concept. 
Already non-residents pay 25 percent 
more than city residents for sewerage. 

If Frazier's golf-course proposal is 
men serious consideration at City 

all, we would expect it to be followed 
by one suggesting special fees for non- 
residents using city swimming pools 
and city baseball diamonds and other 
recreational facilities. Many, many 
non-residents have no alternative but 
to use those facilities. ; 

And why not a higher fee for non- 
residents using city buses? 

But why stop there? Why not a 
special charge for using the city streets 
tnat residents have to pay to clean and 
repair? Why not toll booths at the city 
limits? It would be a bonanza for the 
city, creating new revenues and, yes, 
new jobs for toll collectors. 

And the reason it would be a bonanza 
is that Terre Haute is the focal point 
of the entire Wabash Valley, the place 
to which non-residents must come for 
one purpose or another — work, play, 
shopping or entertainment. That is 
especially true of Vigo County. Indeed, 
Terre Haute and Vigo County are 
virtually synonymous. A person who 
lives in a subdivision just across the 
city line likely uses all the city services 
and, in fact, tells out-of-towners he or 
she lives “in Terre Haute.” No one 


appearing on a TV game show would 
say he’s “from Woodgate South” or 
“Woodridge.” He'd say he's “from Terre 
Haute” — because, de facto, he is. 

But, where there is some merit in 
Frazier's concept of those sharing in 
the wealth also sharing in the expense, 
it would create a scenario for a bit of 
nasty retaliation from political sub- 
divisions throughout Vigo and sur- 
rounding counties. If Terre Haute can 
do it, why can't West Terre Haute erect 
a toll booth at the bridge? Why can't 
East Glenn collect from city residents 
wanting to drive out to their Hulman 
Links golf course? 

That's not the direction we want to 
be going. 

What Frazier’s suggestion points out 
is the inseparable relationship between 
city and non-city residents in so many 
areas of life. Yes, there is a need to 
share costs as well as benefits. But the 
solution, it seems to us, is not residency 
requirements and separate fees. The 
solution is in a unified government 
that recognizes that the city and 
county are inseparable. 

It seems to us the entire city parks 
and recreation system, while 
handsomely cared for in present hands, 
should be turned over to county 
government or a county-based board so 
that all residents of the county — those 
who live in the city and those who don't 
— can share in the benefits and the 
costs equally. After that, we should 
move forward in other areas where 
consolidation makes sense — streets, 
police, bus service, and so forth. 

Perhaps, as we have said before, we 
will soon realize, and the state 
Legislature will soon accept, that Terre 
Haute and Vigo County need the same 
form of government granted In- 
dianapolis and Marion County back in 
the 1960s. It has served Indianapolis 
well and, we're convinced, would serve 
us well. 

We no longer need all the political 
fiefdoms we have. The improvements 
to roads and vehicles and the changed 
shopping and living patterns have 
made us one homogenous society that 
needs just one government.

The Vigo County Park and 
Recreation Board on Monday de- 
layed a decision on charging en- 
trance fees to county parks. 

The idea of charging fees or- 
iginated when the County Couneil 
recently rejected a 1-cent increase 
in the county parks tax rate to 
renovate Fowler Park. The park 
board wanted $300,000 to improve 
the beach and picnic areas, install- 
ing a new sewer system and 
restrooms and improving roads. 

Assistant park superintendent 
Jana Gold voiced reluctance to 
charging fees, saying, "The parks 
are E for the community both in 
a business and tourist sense. I 
would support a fee system only as 
a last resort and I would want to 
make sure that the facilities of our 

arks were available to persons in 
both ends of the financial spec- 
trum.” 

Board President Jack Ennis said, 
“The council has told us to cut our

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budget by $30,000 and has told us 
to raise some of our own revenue. 
But we have to look at what it will 
cost us to do what they say.”

Association, said the board should 
consider raising some of its own 
revenue because the the park 
budget has risen 25 percent this 
year.

Terre Haute park officials are re- 
viewing a draft departmental policy 
manual that they hope becomes a 
model for other city departments as

“This is an attempt to say the city 
needs something like this,” Park Su- 
perintendent Patrick R. Ralston said. 
“There need to be some guidelines to 
operate a governmental unit. 
“If questions come up, we will have 
a departmental policy,” he said. 
“Now I try to be fair, but (some- 


times) I must use my own gut reac- 
tion.” 

The draft manual presented by 
Ralston to the Park Board Tuesday 
includes ordinances governing the de- 
partment, employee benefits, work 
rules, job descriptions, salary policy 
and purchasing and accounting pro- 
ceedures. It is drawn largely from 
policies adopted by the Redevelop- 
ment Commission in 1981 for the 
redevelopment department and was 
prepared by park department staff.

earlier this year by Mayor P. Pete 
Chalos, but never approved. It covers 


work hours, sick leave, holidays, 
vacation, tardiness — much of the 
same ground as the park manual. 
Where the two overlap, they are 
similar, although in some cases the 
proposed city policy is stricter. 

Chalos said he plans to reraise his 
proposal again in early 1983 and that 
it is sufficient to cover most situ- 
ations. 

“Unless it's necessary, the less you 
legislate the better off you are,” 


١ Chalos said. 


One section of the park manual 
proposal that may spark discussion is 
the proposed qualifications for park 
superintendent. The original draft 
would have required the park super- 
intendent to have a master’s degree 
in Parks and Recreation or a related 
field and five years experience. That 
will be changed to eliminate the 
requirement of a master's degree, 
Ralston said. 

The amended qualifications still 
would be more specific than the 
requirements for both the park super- 
intendent post in the municipal or- 
dinances and than the requirements 
for redevelopment director. They 
would be similar, though, to the re- 
quirements for assistant redevelop- 
ment director, although the re- 
development guidelines allow waiver 
of the degree requirement. 

The suggested qualifications for 
park superintendent are an attempt 
“to professionalize this department 
from the superintendent on down,” 
Ralston said.
